Sullivan said an early check of county 
clerk's offices Saturday produced reports 
of 144,208 signatures in 15 counties, 
populous including Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Alameda and Santa (lara. 

A total of 330,294 signatures are need- 
ed, That figure is 5 per cent of the total 
vote cast for governor in the 1966 election, 


In San I rancisco friday, backers of the 
petition drive conceded, they apparentl) 
failed to collect enough signatures to 
qualify the Minnesota Democrat. They 
estimated 175,000 to 200,000 signatures 
were collected.

LOOK BACK IN ANGER 


DELEGATE RECA

Mix well three closed circuit television 
sets, a walkie-talkie, a pair of binoculars 
and a bird’s-eve view of the Democratic 
National Convention from the alternate’: 
balcony. 

What do you come up with’ A good 
deal of political enlightenment and even 
a bigger dose of disillusionment, accord- 
ing to Norm Miller, 

Miller, who served as assistant to 
ASSSC President Jan Eakes last year, 
received his initiation into professional 
politics when he was asked to subsiitute 
for Eakes as an alternate on the Cali- 
fornia delegation pledged to ine late 
Senator Kobert |. Kennedy. 

Miller freely admits that the Cali- 
fornia delegation constituted the ‘ rebels’’ 
of the convention, and explained why. 
He pointed out that less than two per cent 
of the 2600 delegates made under $20,000 
per year, and that this entire two per 
cent was in the California delegation in 
the persons of the 12 students in the 
group. 

He also explained that the McCarthy 
and Lynch slates had cornered most of 
the big names and big money in the State 
before the Kennedy slate was officially 
filed, 

Unlike many other staces, California 
therefore ended up with a delegation 
including less than 20 people who had 
attended a national convention before. 


Bitter Initiation 


The uninitiated soon learnea, Miller 
recalls the first hints of things to come: 
At O’Hare Airport signs greeting the 
delegates informed them that not the City 
or the people of Chicago, but Mayor 
Richard Daley personally welcomed them, 

Upon arrival in the hotel, Miller and 
other delegates noticed an unusual amount 
of pedestrian traffic even considering 
the convention, in and around the lobby 
of the hotel. The congestion was so 


thick that a voung boy of about 15 felt 
confident enough to snatch the suitcase 
of one of the California delegates. 

As the bov ducked around a corner 
and down the hall, the victimized dele- 
gate realized the situation and yelled, 
“Stop that kid.’’ To the amazement of 
the delegate, Miller, and everyone else, 
“cops and guns appeared from every- 
where.”’ 

\bout 30 cops whipped out their guns 


and jumped on the kid,”’ Miller recalls. 


The ‘‘pedestrians’’ were in fact part of 
Mayor Daley’s security force assigned 
to the hotel. 

It was at this point, says Miller, that 
the delegates began to recognize what 
they were in for, For the first time 
in his life, the concept of ‘‘machine 
politics’? was a reality to Miller, 


Security Everywhere 


Daley saw to it that a security force 
of one sort or another was always with 
the delegates. Security people on the 
convention floor outnumbered delegates 
vy about four to one, according to Miller’s 
estimate. 

The biggest congestion on the floor 
was between the New York and Cali- 
fornia delegations, where there was 
‘‘limited if any traffic.’ 

“On the floor of the convention you 
could neither see nor hear,’’ according 
to Miller, Alternates, however, looked 
directly down on the floor and could 
hear the proceedings on television, This 
state of affairs, says Miller, led to 
a great deal of badge swapping between 
alternates and regular delegates, which 
enabled alternates to get down on the 
floor to find out what was happening. 

Mayor Daley’s “security force’’ was 
also much in evidence on the route be- 
tween the delegates’ hotel and te con- 
vention site. Four security officers rode 
in each bus of delegates, with miscel- 
laneous truck and motorcycle escorts in 
between. In addition to these, between

Dellums, newly-elected City Councilman 
in Berkeley, was able to relate to both 
angry students and to. disturbed 
ity authorities in the recent Berkeley 
street disturbances. Soon after his elec- 
tion in March of this year, he was 
instrumental in persuading the City 
Council to partially accomodate student 
demands.

250 and 300 policemen guarded streets 
and underpasses on the route of the 
California delegation — and each dele- 
gation took a_ different route to the 
convention, The delegates’ busses drove 
at between 40 and 5! miles per hour 
through downtown Chicago, with inter- 
sections blocked off two blocks in ad- 
vance. 

Not only had Daley prepared his 
security force; he had readied the people 
of Chicago as well. From talks with 
(hicagoans, Miller learned that since 
\pril Daley had seen to it that there 
was a “press barrage’ of stories on 
the anarchists and communists coming 
to the Democratic convention. 


The Yippies 


The only place in Chicago you could 
safely go wearing your delegate’s badge, 
said Miller, was into Grant Park to visit 
the Yippies, Those young people, he 
added, were the only group willing to 
stand up to Mayor Dailey. Everyone else, 
he said, has admitted defeat to the Daley 
machine. Miller characterized the Y ippies 
as a “bunch of the nicest kids he’d ever 
met getting their heads knocked in for 
something they really believed in.’’ 

Miller said his personal opinion was 
that neither Hubert Humphrey nor Presi- 
dent Johnson directly influenced Daley's 
handling of the convention. Tounderstand 
the Convention proceedings, Miller feels 
you must simply recognize Mayor Daley’s 
obsession with Chicago as “his’’ town 
and his love for power. 

The Democratic National Committee 
was also no help in creating an open con- 
vention, According to Miller, the Cali- 
fornia and other delegations were given 
no opportunity to caucus to discuss minor- 
ity reports and seating challenges. The 
California delegation did not even receive 
word of the minority reports or the 
reasons for challenges until afew minutes 
before the vote 

The delegations, Miller says, were 


to speak on ‘‘Integration is Impossible.’ 
The 35 year-old Goode is the assistant 
to the Executive Vice Chancellor at 
U.C, Berkeley. He will be liaison man 
between minority groups and the univer- 
sity. During his career, he has focused 
his energy on racial problems. He is 
active with minority and local civil rights 
groups as a member of the NAACP, the 
Urban Hedevelopment Agency of Berkeley, 
and the Housing Authority.

The Tuesday, Oct, 1 program willopen 
at 9 a.m. in the Little Theater with a 
speech by Octavio Romano on ‘‘Social 
science: The Distortion of Mexican- 
American History.’’ Born in Mexico 
City, Romano is an associate professor

not even given the phone numbers of the 
heads of the other delegations. ‘Staff 
people with the ( alifornia group gathered 
the information, printed and distributed 
it to all the delegations. The National 
Committee had said the numbers were 
not available. 

“You felt like a calf being prodded 
which way to go,’’ according to Miller. 
‘From Monday night to Thursday night 
it was a little game and we might as well 
have gone home."’ 


Press Harrassment 

Newsmen were harrassed and regi- 
mented as well as delegates, Miller 
claims, Each television network was 
allowed only two newsmen on the con- 
vention floor at one time. “NBC did an 
excellent job under the circumstances, 
but adequate news coverage could not be 
accomplished,"’ according to Miller, 

Entrance to the convention floor be- 
came so strict that when Jesse Unruh’s 
daughter attempted to reach a California 
alternate with an urgent message, she 
was removed from the hall, 

Ladies’ purses and all suitcases were 
checked for campaign material, which 
was not to be allowed on the floor, Yet 
security officers were somehow most 
careful in keeping out McGovern and 
McCarthy material, and somewhat lax 
when it came to Humphrey propaganda, 
Miller said, 

Newspapers were not allowed on the 
floor at all, because posters were often 
hidden in the center fold. The one huge 
McCarthy sign which made its way to 
the convention floor was taken in in six 
parts each folded into three inch squares. 
Sign makers in the city made only !lum- 
phrey signs, according to Miller. 

The convention outcome was s0 
rigidly planned, Miller says, that he 
bought a Chicago paper headlining the 
Humphrey win an hour before the voting 
began, That, said Miller, typified the 
whole convention,

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Until recently, two men were 
riding the crest of that storm 
Senators Robert Kennedy and 
Eugene McCarthy. Kennedy had 
the highest perch by virtue of 


winning the most contested 
Democratic Presidential pri- 
maries. Now, the leader is dead 


with a shattered brain. A slight 
young man from Jordan, waiting 
in a kitchen, changed An.erican 
politics as suddenly and as ir- 
revocably as did Lee Harvey 
Oswald, 

No one can foresee the future 
clearly, but I would risk one 
prediction. If the man elected 
President in November repre- 
sents the gunslingers, the con- 
temotuous self-interest of such 
groups as the National Rifle 
Association... if he shares the 
cloistered prejudices of the all- 
White - Anglo -Saxon -Protestant 
country club... if he speaks for 
the hard-shells, those terribly 
afraid and compassionless people 
of opaque vision... if, in short, 
he is the symbol of a rigid white 
hierarchy, then you had better 
move to Australia, for this coun- 
try will be wracked by a con- 
vulsion to rival the excesses of 
the French Revolution. But if he 
is a man who listens to dissent, 
who accommodates, who adjusts, 
who opens his mind and his heart 
and tries to understand, then we 
have a chance. 


Unstopable 

One thing is sure. The winds 
of dissent that Kennedy and Mc- 
Carthy rode to their primary 
victories will not be scattered 
by fragments of lead. No great 
social force in history was ever 
stopped by a bullet. This is a 
wind of gale force, and it will 
blow stronger and higher before 
it subsides. I! held no uncon- 
ditional brief for Robert Kennedy, 
the politician. He had qualities 
to admire and qualities that were 
abrasive. But Robert Kennedy 
shaped one talent that few poli- 
ticians possess. He learned how 
to listen. I recall a month spent 
with him in 1963 while doing a 
story about him for LOOK, Al- 
most every day, unreported in 
the press, he was visited in his 
Attorney General’s office by 
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student groups from all over the 
world. They were usually anti- 
American, critical, fumbiing, 
idealistic, seeking. Many were 
Communists. But Kennedy never 
lectured them. He would answer 
their questions succinctly and 
wittily. ihen he would fire his 
own barrage of questions. What 
did they think of DeGaulle, of 
Mao, of private enterprise, of 


the bomb, the church, of life’s 
purpose? Kennedy grew by 
listening and learning. Any 


reader who knew him understands 
that. He always found out twice 
as much about his caller as his 
caller did about him. 


Friends 


Kennedy had another reser- 
voir of strength. He had black 
friends, real black friends, who 
were made to feel at home in his 
home, who shared the intimate, 
turbulent life of Hickory Hill. 
One of these was Rafer Johnson, 
the elegant Olympic champion, 
and it was Johnson and another 
black man, Roosevelt Grier, who 
hurled themselves on their 
friend’s assassin. There was a 
poignant newspaper story in the 
wake of Kennedy’s death A 
couple of grade school kids 
formed an organization to attempt 
to persuade the adult world to’ 
rid itself of casual, mail-order, 
unregistered guns sc _ that 
assassins would be shornof their 
primary tool. These kids had 
seen Congress reject bill after 
bill to bring guns under control. 
“The adults will never do it,’’ 
said one boy, ‘‘so we’re going to 
try.’’ And if these children fail 
in their crusade for sanity, and 
if in some future vear, they seize 
a college dean in their outraged 
frustration, whom will we blame 
for that affront to order’? How 
can the mind that worships the 
gun, that builds the warrior state 
and that admires force as 
society’s sole umpire, how can it 
speak to little children of law 
and order? 


Evolution 
We are confronted with a 
revolution — of ideas, of atti- 


tudes, of deep social force —and 
somehow, we must change, or we 
will go to the barricades. As we 
search for our way, we mightask 
ourselves a few questions. Do 
we listen to the young without 
recoiling in frightened plati- 
tudes? Do we whites have black 
friends? Do we reach for the 
gun or for the outstretched hand? 
Do these winds of change evoke 
terror or promise in our hearts? 
May our answer be promise. 


For the winds are blowing with 
inrelenting intensity —- and we 
shall inherit the wind. 
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
